To each of theſe Captains the King gave a Banner,

The fourth Captain was Captain Execution; to 
bim was given Ten Thouſand Men; his Enſign was

Theſe four Captains, as I ſaid, had every one of them 
under his Command ten thouſand Men, all of good Fi- 


delity to the King, and ſtout at their military Actions. 


Well, the Captains and their Forces, their Men and 
under Officers, being had upon a Day by Shaddai into 
the Field, and there called all over by their Names, were 
then and there put into ſuch Harneſs as became their De- 
gree, and that Service that now they were going about 
or their King. | 

Now when the King had muſter'd his Forces (for it is 
he that muſter'd the Hoſt to battle) he gave unte the 
Captains their ſeveral Commiſſions, with Charge and 


Commandments in the Audience ot all the Soldiers, that 


they ſhould take heed faithfully and courageouſly to do 
and execute the ſame. Their Commiſſions were for the 
Subſtance of them, the ſame in Form, thongh as to 
Name, Title, Place and Degree of the Captains, there 
might be ſome, but very ſmall Variation: And here let 


me give you an Account of the Matter and Sum con- 
tained in their Commiſſion.

breatheth therein, if they will ſubmit themſelves tome, 
but treat thou ſuch as if they were thy Friend or Bra- 
ther ; for all ſuch I love, and they ſhall be dear unto 
me: And tell them that I will take a Time to come 
unto them, and to let them know that I am merciful, 
Thefſ. ii.

But if they ſhall, notwithſtanding thy Summons, 
and the producing of my Authority, reſiſt, ſtand out 
againſt thee, and rebel; then I do command thee to 
make uſe of all thy Cunning, Power, Might, and 
Force, to bring them under by Strength of Hand. 
Farewell. 5 
Thus you ſee the Sum of their Commiſſions; for as I 
ſaid before, for the Subitance of them, they were the 
ſame that the reſt of the Noble Captains had, | 
Wherefore they having received each Commander his 
Authority, at the Hand of their King ; the Day being 
appointed, and the place of their Ren- 
dezvous prefixed, each Commander ap- 
peared in ſuch Gallantry, as his Cauſe 
and Calling required. So after a new Entertainment 
from Shaddai, with flying Colours, they ſet forward to 
march towards the famous Town of Manſoul. Captain 
Boanerges led the Van; Captain Conviction, and Captain 
Judgment made up the main Body, aud Captain Execu- 
tion brought up the Rear, They then having a great 
Way to go (for the Town of Manſoul was far off from 
the Court of SH Eph. ii. 13, 17. they marched 
through the Regions and Countries of many People, not 
hurting or abuſing any, but bleſſing wherever they came, 
They alſo lived upon the King's Coſt, in all che Way 
they went,

Now the effect and con- 
cluſion of the council that day was, how they might 
take the Caſtle, becauſe they could not conclude them- 
ſelves Maſters of the Town, ſo long as that was in the 
Poſſeſſion of their Enemies. So one adviſed this way, 
and another adviſed that; but when they could not agree 
in their Veidit, Apollyon the Prefident of the Council 
ſtood up, and thus he began: My brotherhood, quoth he, 
1 bave ſome things to propound unto you ; and my firſt is this, 
let us withdraw ourſelves from the Town into the Plain 
again, for our preſence here will do us no good, becauſe the 
Caftle is yet in our Enemies hands; nor is it poſſible that 
wwe ſhould take that, ſo long as ſo many brave Captains are 
in it, and this bold Fellow Godly-fear, is made the Ketper 
of the Gates of it. | Wh 14 "80 1 
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Now when we have withdrawn ourſelves into the 
Plain, they of their own accord will be glad of ſome 
little eaſe, and it may be of their own accord they a- 

gain may begin to be remiſs, and even their ſo ny, *% 
will give them a bigger blow than we can poſſibly | 
give them ourſelves, But if that ſhould fail, our go- 
ing forth of the Town may draw the Captains out 
after us, and vou know what it coſt them when we 
fought them in the Field before. Beſides, can we but 
draw them out into the Fields, we may lay an Ambuſh |; 
behind the Town, which ſhall, when they are come 
forth abroad, ruſh in and take poſſeſſion of the Caſtle. 
But Beelzebub ſtood up, and replied, ſaying, "Tis im- 
poſſible to draw them all off from the Caſtle; ſome 
you may be ſure will lie there to keep tbat ; where- 
fore it will be bat in vain thus to attempt, unleſs we 
were {ure that they will all come out. He therefore 
concluded, that what was done muſt be done by 

{ome other mcans. And the moſt likely means that the 

greateſt of their heads could invent, was that which 

Apollyon had adviſed to before, to wit, to get the 

Town\ſmen again to Six. For, ſaid he, it is not our 

being in the Town, nor in the Field, nor our Fighting, 

nor our killing of their Men, that can make us the 

Maſters of Man/ou/; for ſo long as one in the Town 

is able to lift up his Finger againſt us, Emanuel will 
* take their parts, and if he ſhall take their parts, we 
know what time a day it will be with us. Wherefore 
for my part, quoth he, there is in my. Judgment no 
way to bring them into bondage to. us, like inventing 
a way to make them Sin, 2 Pet. ii. 18, 19, 20, 21, 
Had we, ſaid he, left all our Doubters at home, we | 
bad done as well as we have done now, unleſs we . 
could have made them the Maſters and Governors of | 
the Cattle ; for Doubters at a diſtance ate but like Ob- 
jections repelled with arguments. Indeed, can we but 
get them into the Hold, and make them Poſſeſſors of 
that, the day will be our own, Let us therefore with- 
draw. ourſelves into the Plain (not expecting. that the 
Captains in Manſoul ſhould follow us) but yet * 
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Jet us do this, and before, we ſo do, let us adviſe again 
with our ſtruſty Diabolonian, that are yet in the Holds 
of. Manſoul, and ſet them to work to betray the Town 
to us; for they indeed muſt do it, or it will be left un- 
done for ever. By theſe ſayings of Bz«/zebub, (for l 
think twas he that gave this Counſel): the whole Con- 
| clave was forced to be of his Opinion, to wit, that the 
way to get the Caltle was, to get the Town to Sin, 
Then they fell to inventing by what means they might 
do this thing. | | 
| Then Lucifer Rood: up, and ſaid, The Counſel of 
X : Þtelzebub. is pertinent, now the way to bring, this to 
paſs in mine Opinion is this: Let us withdraw our force 
from the Town of Man/oul, let us do this, and. let us 
terrify them no more, either with ſummons or Threats, 
or wich the noiſe of our Dram, or any other awaken- 
ing means. Only let us lie in the Field at a diſtance, 
and be as if we regarded them not (for Frights I ſee 
do but awaken them, and make them more ſtand to 
their Arms ) I have alſo another Stratagem in my Head, 
you know Man/oul is a Market · Town, and a Town that 
delighis in Commerce, what therefore if ſome, of our 
Diabalonians (hall feign themfelves for Country-men, 
and ſhall go out and bring to the Market of Manſeul, 
ſome of our Wares to ſell; and What matter at what 
rates they ſell their Wares, though it be hut for half 
fthe worth. Now let thoſe that thus trade in their 
Market, be thoſe that are witty and true to us, and I 
willlay my Crown to pawu, it will do. There are two 
that are come to my thoughts already, that I'think 
will be arch at this work, and they are Mr., Penny- 
wiſe pound: fooliſh, and Mr. Get. itb' hundred and 
- beſe ith Hire; nor is this Man with the long Name, 
at all inferior to the other. What alſo if you join 
wichotchem Mr. Sayeet- aver. , and Mr. Preſent, gaod, 
they ate Men that are civil and cupning, but our true 
Friends and Helpers, Rev. iii. 7. Let theſe, with as 
many more, engage in this Buſineſs for us, and let Man- 
> Joulibe zakengup in much Buſineſs, and let them grow 
full and. rich, and this is the wayyig get ground of 
v.14 L 3 f them; 
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them; remember ye not, that thus we prevailed vpon 
Laodicea, and how many preſent do we hold in this 
Snare ? Now when they begin to grow full, they will 
forget their Miſery, and if we ſhall not afright them, 
may happen to fall aſleep, and ſo be got to neglect their 
Town- Watch, their Caſtle- Watch, as well as their Watch 
at the Gate. | 1 
Yea, may we not by this means ſo cumber Man/ou! | 7 
with abundance, that they ſhall be forced to make of |” 
their Caſtle a Warehouſe, inſtead of a Garriſon fortified 1 
againſt us, and a receptacle of Men of War?

Furthermore, my Lord, quoth be, you very well 
know that it is not eaſy for a People to be filled with 
our things, and not to have ſome of our Diabolonian:

Gentlemen Soldiers, and my Brethren in this Deſign, it

 . Day, fo flout and ſo waliant an Army, and ſuch faithful 


Lowers of Manſoul. You have hitherto, as hath become 
you, fbewn yourſelves Men of Truth and Courage a- 
gainſi Diabolonian Forces, /o that for all their boaſt, 
they hawe not yet much cauſe to boaſt of their get tings. 
Now take to yourſelves your wonted Courage, and ſhiw 


- yourſelves Men, even this once only; for in a few Mi- 


nutes after the next Engagement this time, you Hall fee 
your Prince ſhrew himſelf in the- Field; for awe muſt make 
this ſecond Afſault upon this Tyrant Diabolus, and then 


Emanuel comes. 


No ſooner had the Captain made this Speech to his 


Soldiers, but one Mr. Speedy came poſt to the Captain 


from the Prince, to tell him that Emanuel was at hand, 


This News, when the Captain had received, he com- 


municated to the other Field-Officers, and they again 
to their Soldiers and Men of War. Wherefore, like 


Men raiſed from the Dead, ſo the Captains and their 


Mien aroſe, made up to the Enemy, and cried as be- 
. fore, The Sword of the Prince Emanuel, and the Shield 
/ Captain Credence. 


The ' Diabolonians. all, beflired themſelves, and 


made refiſtance as well as they could, but in this laſt 
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Engagement, the Diaboloni ans loſt their Courage, and 
many of the Doubters fell down dead to the Ground. 


Nom when they had been in heat of Battle about 
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an Hour or more, Captain Credence lift up his Eyes, 
and ſaw, and behold Emanuel came, and he came 
with Colours flying, Trumpets ſounding, and the 
Feet of his Men ſcarce touched the Ground they haſt- 
ed with that Celerity towards the Captains that were 
engaged. Then did Captain Credence wheel his Men 
to the Townward, and gave to Diabe/us the Field 80 
Emanuel came upon him on the one Side, and the Ene- 
mies place was betwixt them both; then again they fell 
to it afreſh, and now it was but a little while more but 
Emanuel and Captain Credence met, ſtill trampling down 
the Slain as they came, e $394 
But when the Captains faw that the Prince was 
come, and that he fell upon the Diabolonians on the 
other Side, and that Captain Credenc and his High- 
neſs had got them up betwixt them, they ſhouted, 
(they ſo ſhouted, that the Ground rent again) ſay- 
ing, The Sword of Emanuel, and the Shield ef Cap- 
rain Credence. Now when Diabolus ſaw that he and 
his Forces were ſo hard beſet by the Prince and his 
Princely Army, what does he and the Lords of the 
Pit that were with him, but make their eſcape, and 
forſake their Army, and leave them to fall by the 
© Hand of Emanuel, and of this noble Captain Credence : 
So they. fell all down ſlain before them, before his 
Prince, and before his Royal Army; there was not 
leſt ſo much as one Doubter alive; they lay ſpread upon 
the Ground like dead Men, as one would ſpread Dung 
upon tbe Land. 5 ein! 
Wben the Battle was over, all things came in or- 
der in the Camp; then the Captains and Elders of 
Mun ſoul came together to ſalute Emanuel, while 
without the Corporation; ſo they ſaluted him, and 
welcom'd him, and that with a thonſand Welcomes, 
for that he was come to the Borders of Manſoul again: 
So he ſmiled upon them, and ſaid, Peace be unte you. 
Then they addreſſed themſelves to go to the Town; 
they went then to go up to Manſoul, they, the Prince, 
with all the new Forces that now- ke had brought 
unn him-to the War. Alſo all che Gates of che Ton 
. Were 
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were ſet open for his Reception, ſo glad were they gf 
his bleſſed Return. And this was the manner and order 
of his going into Manſoul. 

Firſt, (as I ſaid) all the Gates of the Town were ſet 
upon, yea, the Gates of the Caſtle; the Elders too of 
the Town of Manſoul placed themſelves at the Gates of 
the Town, to ſalute him at his entrance thither: And 
ſo they did, for as he drew near, and approached 
towards the Gates, they ſaid, Lift your Heads, O ye Gates, 
and be ye lift up ye ewerlaſting Doors and the King of Glory 
Hall come in. And they anſwered again, Who is the 
King of Glory? And they made return to themſelves, 
The Lord firang and mighty, the Lord is mighty in Battle. 
Lift up your Heads, O ye Gates, even liſt them up ye ever- 
laſling Doors, &c. 

Secondly, It was ordered alſo by thoſe of Manſout, 
that all the Way from the Town gates to thoſe of 
the Caſtle, his bleſſed Majeſty ſhould be entertain» 
ed with the Long, by them that had belt Skill in 
Mufic in all the Town of Man/on/; then did the 
Elders, and the reſt of the Men of Maul anſwer 
one another as Emanuel entered the Town, till he 
came at the Caſtle-gates, with Songs and Sound of 
Trumpets, ſaying, {hey hawe ſeen thy goings, O God, 
even the paings of my God, my King in the Sanduary, 

So the Singers wint before, the Players on Infltruments 
followed after, and among then were the Damſels playing 
on Timbrels. 

Thirdly, Then the Captains (for I would ſpeak 
a word of them) they in their order waited on the 
Prince as he entered into the Gates of Man/oul. Cap- 
tain Credence went before, and Captain Good hope with 
him; Captain Charity came behind, with other of his 
Companions, and Captain Patience followed after all, 
and the reſt of the Captains, ſome on the right hand, 
and ſome on the left, accompanied Emanuel into 
Manſoul. And all the while the Colours were diſ- 
aged, the Trumpets ſounded, and continual ſhout. 

gs were among the Soldiers. The Prince himſelf 

rode 
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rode into the Toxun in his Armour, which was all of beaten 
Gold, and in his Chariot, the Pillars of it avere of Silver, 
* the Bottom thereof of Gold, thecovering of it were of Pur - 
ple, the mid/i thercof being pawed with Love for the 
Daughters of the Town of Manſoul, : 

Fourthly, When the Prince was come to the en- 
trance of Manſoul, he found all the Streets ſtewed with 
Lillies and Flowers, curiouſly deck'd with Boughs and 
Branches from. the green Trees, that ſtood round about 
the Town. Every Door alſo was filled with Perſons who 
had adorned every one their fore part againſt their 
Houſe with ſomething of variety and ſingularExcellency 
to entertain him withal as he paſſed in the Streets; they 
alſo themſelves, as Emanuel paſſed by, did welcome him 
with thouts and acclamations of Joy, ſaying, Bleſed be 
the Prince that cometh in the Name of bis Father Shaddai. 

Fifthly, At the Caſtle Gates, the Elders of Manſoul, 
to wit, my Lord.Mayor, the Lord Mill. be-avill, the 
Subordinate Preacher, Mr. Knowledge, and Mr. Mind, 
with other of the Gentry of the Place, ſaluted Ema- 
nue! again; they bowed before him, they kiſſed the 
_ duſt of his Feet, they thanked, they bleſſed and prai- 
ſed his Highneſs for not taking advantage againſt them 
for their Sins, but rather had pity upon them in their 
Miſery, and returned to them with Mercies, and to 
build up their Manſoul for ever. Thus was he had up 
itraightway to the Caſtle ; for that was the Royal Palace, 
and the Place where his Honour was to dwell ; the which 
was ready prepared for his Highneſs by the Preſence of 
the Lord Secretary, and the Word of Captain Credence. 
do he entered in. | 

Sixthly, Then the People and Commonalty of the 
Town of Manu, came to him into the Caſtle to 
- mourn and to weep, and to lament for their Wick- 
edneſs, by which they had forced him out of the 
Town. So they, when they were come, bowed them- 
ſelves to the Ground ſeven Times, they alſo wept, they 
wept aloud, and aſked forgiveneſs of the Prince, and 
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prayed that he would again, as of old, confirm his love 
to Manſoul. | | | 

To which the great Prince replied, Ve not, but 
go your way, eat the fat and drink the feet, and 
fend Portions to them for whom nought is prepared, 
for the Foy of your Lord is your ſtrengtb. I am re- 
turned to Manſoul with Mercies, and my Name hall be 
fet up, exalted aud magnified by it. He al took theſe 
Inhahitants, and kiſſed them, and laid them in his Bo- 

om. 
. Moreover, he gave to the Elders of Manſeul, and 
to each Town Officer, a Chain of Go'd and a Signet. 
He alſo ſent to their Wives Ear-rings and jewels, and 
Bracelets, and other Things. He alſo beitow2d up- 
on the True-born Children of Mar/oul, many precious 
Things. 1 

When Emanuel the Prince had done all theſe Things 
for the famous Town of Maul, then he ſaid unto 
them, firit, Waſp your Garments, then put on your 
Ornaments, and then come to me into the Caſile of Man- 
joul, Eccl. ix. 8. So they went to the Fountain that 
was ſet open for Judab and Feruſal-m to walh in;

After Things were thus far put into order in the 
famous Town of Man/zul, care was taken, and order 
given by the bleſſed Prince Emanuel, that the Townſ- 

Orders given men ſhould, without further delay, ap- 
out to bury the Point ſome to go forth into the Plain to 

ead. bury the Dead that were there; the 

Dead that 7 by the ſword of Emanuel, 
and by the Shield of Captain Credence, leſt the Fumes 
and ill Savours that would ariſe from them, might in- 
feR the Air, and ſo annoy the famous Town of Man/ou/. 
This alſo was a reaſon of this Order, to wit, that as 
much as in Manſoul lay, they might cut off the name and 
being, and remembrance of thoſe Enemies from the 
thought of the famous Town of Man/eu/, and its In- 
habitants. . 

So order was given out by the Lord-Mayor, that 
wiſe and truſty Friend of the Town of Man/au!, that 
Perſons would be employed about this neceſſary Bu- 
ſineſs; and Mr. Godly fear, and one Mr. Upright, were 
to be Overſeers about this matter; ſo Perions were 
Put under them to work in the Fields, and to bury 
the Slain that lay dead in the Plains. And theſe 
were their Places of Imployment, ſame were to make 
the Graves, ſome were to bury the Dead, and ſome 
were to go to and fro in the Plains, and alſo round 
about the borders of Manſoul, to fee if a Skiill-or a 
Bone, or a piece of a Bone of a Ddubter was yet to 
be found above ground any where near the Corpora- 
tion ; and if any were found. it was ordered. that the 
Searchers that ſearched ſhould ſet up a Mark thereby 
and a Sign, that thoſe that were appointed to bury 
them might find it, and bury it out of fight, that 
the Name and Remembrance of a Diabolonian Doubter 
might be blotted out from under Heaven, And that 
the-Children and they. that were. to be born .

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foul, might not know (if poſhble) what a Skull, What 
a Bone, or a piece of a Bone of a Doubter was. So 
the Buriers, and thoſe that were appointed for that 
purpoſe, did as they were commanded ; they buried 
the Doubters, and all Skulls and Bones, and pies of 
Bones of Doubters, wherever they found them, and fo 
they cleanſed the Plains. Now alfo Mr. God-ſpeace 
took up his Commiſſion, and acted again as in former 
Days. 

Thus they buried in the Plains about Manſaul, the 
Election - Daubters, the Vocation-Doubters, the Grace- 
Doubters, the Perſewerance - Doubters, the Reſurrection- 
Doubters, the Salwvation-Doubters, and the Glory- 
Daubters, whoſe Captains were, Captain Rage, and 
Captain Cruel, Captain Damnation, Captain [n/atzable, 
Captain Brim/tone, Captain Torment, Captain No-eaſe, 
Captain Sepulchre, and Captain Paſi-hope : And Old In- 
credulity was under Diabolus their General; there were 
alſo the ſeven Heads of their Army, and they were the 
Lord Bee/zebub, the Lord Lucifer, the Lord Legion, the 
Lord Apollyon, the Lord Python, the Lord Cerberus, and 
the Lord Belial. But the Princes and the Captains, 
wich Ol Incredulity their General, did all of them make 
their eſcape ; ſo their Men fell down ſlain by the Power 
of the Prince's Forces, and by the Hands of the Men 
of the Town of Manſaul. They alſo were buried as is 
before related, to the exceeding great Joy of the now 
famous Town of Manſonl. They that buried them, 
buried alſo with them their Arms, which were cruel 
Inſtruments ef Death (their Weapons were Ar- 
rows, Darts, Mauls, Firebrands, and the like] they 
buried alſo their Armour, their Colours, Banners,

As for the Doubters, their Captains were five of the 
Seven that were Heads of the laſt Diabolonian Army, 
and theſe are their Names, Captain Beelxebub, Captain 
Lucifer, Captain Apollyon, Captain Legion, and Captain 
Cerberus, and the Captain that they had before were ſome 
of them made Lieutenants, and ſome Enligns of the

But Diabolus did not count that in this Expedition of
